IGNORANCE AND VIOLENCE, ON THE SUB-CONTINENT 


Anyone who may be more than casually interested in the recent events on the Indian sub- 


continent will have absorbed details of the starvation, violence and a degree of the 
lying and hypecri from the respectatle media. 


Naturally, the basic causes of this kind of social drama together with the political 
ignorance and apathy of the general working public -- the useful class in all parts of 
the industrial world, will have been omitted by the mass media. 


Despite the fact that this useful class in society has its collective nose rubbed in 
it every day, it seems to prefer perfumed nasal sprays against the stinking reality . 
of its econumically subjugated position in the present commercial arrangement of, pro- 

ducers of versus owners of, the means of production and distribution. 


fhe surplus values, from which interest and profits are derived, are the difference 

between what employers pay out in wages and what wage workers produce in total values. | 
If the industrial barons of the earth had no surpluses to strive for or to expanc, no 

narkets or suurces of raw materisls to compete for as ingredients of profit, the basic 

cause of war would nut exist. But then neither would an owning class exist, just as 

inthe biological field, no animal can exist without its foud supply. So long as soc- 

jety remains divided between an owning class of parasites that lives off the majority, 

and the mass of people who survive on the condition that they produce loot for the 

minority, just so long will the war and poverty condition endure. 


The prizes that were won or lost by some of the contending ruling cliques of the earth 
in the Indian-Pakistani war apparently were considerable and overwhelmingly tempting. 

In East Pakistan, the stakes were the profits of the jute and tea trades, and a captive 
market for industry. The previous beneficiaries of the loot were the owner-rulers of 
West Pakistan. As the newly appointed shepherd of the flocks in that country, Ali 

Bhutto was heard to remark, the "economic exploitation of the people of East Pakistan 
was never done by the people of West Pakistan." Instead, he said, a small number of 
"capitalists from West Pakistan have committed injustices to the people of both wings..." 
(250 million rupees of resources went to the West's elite annually). That minority 

which characterizes all countries and which in West Pakistan consists of "22 families, 
the wealthy aristocrats who, until the secession of East Pakistan -- controlled two- 


thirds of the country's industrial assets and 80% of its banking and insurance business 
ase” (Time, Jan. 3/72). 


low that a new ownership has been decided by a superior force, it looks like the big 
businessmen of India, with their "rebel" Bangla Desh counterparts (like industrial 


captains Bhuiya, Choudhurry and Hague) will split the spoils in the future. After all, | 
when one bankrolls a buddy, one expects to share the take. 


Official violence also flared again over that old bone of contention between Indian | 
and West Pakistan coupon clippers, the riches of the state of Kashmir, which include 
substantial timber resources, agricultural products, oil and minerals, and as usual 


the loyal wage workers of both sides obliged their respective masters by doing the 
necessary bloud shedding. 


The big national possessing groups also have money-making interests on the sub- 
continent. The best known, and the longest established are British businessmen. 

They were the former owners uf India in the gilt-edged days of empire, the first to 
discover the dedicated Indian peasants and workers as an easy mark. The capital they 


have invested there, and the profits they extract, are probably greater than the other

RUSSIA - NEW IMFERIALISM 


Lately the Kremlin dictatorship has been elbowing its way into the juicy, sub-continent 
exploitation scene. During the Indian 5 year plan -- 1944-71, the bosses of Russia 
intended to have a billion rubles of capital planted in India, indicating that lots 
of interest and profits, extracted from hard-working Indian proletarians goes to the 
elite of Moscow. Naturally, the Russian rich, by arming India, have had an eye on 
adding the working public of East Pakistan to their suurces of unearned increment, 


™ more evidence has been required to prove that the owning minority of the USSR does 
not suffer from color blindness in the green-gold range, any more than their species 
does in other parts of this socially divided planet. That their 20-20 vision revealed 
goodies to be gobbled all the way down to south-east Asia (fought over by the U.S. en 
China for the past 20 years in Vietnam, etc. By being important people in the new 
country of Bangla Desh, they will acquire a beautiful view of their capitalistic navy 
patrolling the Bay of Bengal and the Indian Ocean, formerly a pasture of British and f 
Ups. .controly. 


In all these contests, some combatants must lose, and in this latest military scuffle, 
the U.S., Britair, China and West Pakistan appeer to have lust some green, with France, 
Russia and India being victors. 


To the workers of the world, whose obedient labor makes these adventures and misadven- 
tures of their bosses possible, their indifference quotient may have been dented 
slightly by the part of the iceberg that could not be hidden under the water, in that 
part of the world. Maybe. Like China, the alleged champion of oppressed peoples, 
backing West Pakistan, which committed armed atrocities against the people of East 
Pakistan that would make Hitler and Stalin sit up and take notice. Or like the en- 
deared Indira Gnandi, carrying on the tradition of her illustrious father, uf extolling 
peace from one side of her mouth, while executing the necessary violence for the sway 
of Indian capital from the other side. Or the situation that finds sophisticated and 
expensive arms of legal force that used up one-third and one-half of the budgets of 
India and Pakistan respectively, to protect private property, while 16th. century type 
appeals went out fur charity to feed starving child victims of the fighting, and while ‘ 
India had a wheat "surplus". 


Water has been known to wear away rock, providing the action lasted long enough. In 
like fashion, the events and pressures of capitalism are penetrating the tranquilizers 
that the world's workers use to ameliorate the worst of their pain, and educating then 
about their real position in society, whether they wish it so or not. 


Possibly some will remember [ndia's invasion of the tiny state or Goa, which did not 
ask to be "liberated." It had had its own constitution for 300 years. Or they may 
raise an eyebrow and ask if India, the "world's biggest demucracy" had a democratic 
view of minorities, why did it suppress a democratically elected government in the 
province of Kerela? And the religious minorities who have no national identity of thelr 
own? 

‘. UNIFYING THE CONTINENT 


The East Pakistani refugee situation presented a golden opportunity to the well-heeled 
owners of India to "kill two birds with one stone" as the old saying goes. It is 
Simply not a paying proposition to feed 10 million people in refugee camps. They ar 
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producing nu profits. Useless as far as returns on the invested rupee are concerned, 
and they become a "burden." Far better, without any slowing of the crocodile tears 
flowing, to drive West Pakistani control vuut of the East, grat the potential for thenm- 


selves, and get the refugees back "home" where the touls of production are (which they 
do not own) so they can become "useful citizens." 


Severel thousand children died uf starvation while in the camps during the winter. 
Suddenly, with their monetary proclivity becoming apparent, the burden has been pro- 


mised more "free" fuod, clothing and transportation, to get them through those friandly 
factory doors and farm gates. 


As industrial production of high technology comes to the sub-continent, to be ser- 
viced it must be controlled by an agreeing conglomerate of ruling groups, or dominated 
by one of them. There must be adequate cohesion between all "partners" to ensure good 
narkets fur cummodities, adequate supplies of raw materials, and a loyal and technic- 
ally trained producing class, divested of the old politico-religious superstitions of 
feudalism. The mudern extraction process must be hidden under new supersititions, of 
freedom and demucracy, to the extent that the mass media oan accumpliish it. Which 
nnorities become "liberated and which remain supressed 1s dependent upon the above 
overall goal. 


NATIONALISM- CAPITALISM-WACE-SLAVERY, etc., etc. 


Already Bangla Desh, the latest of a lengthy line of "independent" nations, each pro- 
claiming to be free, on capitalist standards, is dividing into quarelling factions. 
Those who push the Aswami League want it to be the new administration, while another 
party faction, backed by Russia, wants tw share the action via a coalition, "represen- 
tative of the while nation." 


And as two news correspondents from Dacca and Jessore uf former East Pakistan related: 
"If the flies and the carriun crowd have nut eaten them (the bodies) it means they are 
less than 3 days old, and victims of the new order," and, "When one crosses into 'lib- 
ereted Bangla Des,' the first person to be encountered is a uniformed immigration 
official of the Bangla Desh government, recognized by India only last Monday. Appar- 
ently one of the first things a new government wants to do is to stamp passports." 


There are a few wage or salary working people who regard freedom to be something beyond 
the nine-to-five routine, garnished with civil rights, as admirable as such a servile 
situation may be cumpared tu the same wages drudgery without the multi-party method. 
They do not expect to gain this freedom by searching for minute differences between 
national work camps,-- but rather by understanding, and getting uthers to understand 
the universal economic relations that confine the lives of the majority to a means of 
éxpanding capital, pointing to a world of common ownership, voluntary effort, free 


access; precluding the necessity of violence, and based upon the conscious self in- 
terest of all. $$ =

ITALY —“TRAGEDY en FARCE. 


History (despite the cliche so often uttered by the superficiaa thinker)does not 
repeat itself. Perhaps, in the words of Hegel: "All great events and personages occur 
twice” But even this recuires the ironic appendant of Marx: “He (Hegel) forrot to add: 
"Once as trapedy and again as farce'," Marx gave a few telling examples, and History 
reveals many apparent parallels. It is in the context of this view of historic events 
that we juxtapose the Russia of the late days of 1917 with the Italy of the early days 
of 1970. 


The Susste of 1917 had been bled white by a disastrous war, its countryside laid 
waste; {tts young menhood larrely destroyed or incapacitated; its political Institutions 
crumbling. In short, a country in chaos. 


But {t was THEN an economically backward country with its population largely peassnt, 
It was, in fact, a feudal, or semi-feudal, society, itn which historic forces hed brought 
{t to the verge of a similarly BASIC revolution as that of England in 1688 or of Frence 
in 1789. Engels, in his introduction to The Class Struggles in France, dated March 6, 1895 
writes, concerntng the dnys of 'k" tn Europe: 


"History has prcved us, and all who thourht like us, wrone. It has made it 
clear that the STATE OF ECONOMIC TNEVELOPMENT ON THE CONTINENT AT THAT TIME 
WAS NOT, BY A LONG WAY, RIPE FOR THE ELIMINATION OF CAPITALIST PRODUCTION." 


(Emph. andde 


It should be evident, too, thnt Russia, in the Fall of 1917 was not rtpe, BY A WIG 
WAY, for the elimination of capitalist production. It was only rapidly ripentng for Its 
INTROMUCTION, 


A ovolitical revolution was historically necessury bcfore Russia could tnrow off its . 
feudal shackles and emerpe as a developing industrial country capable of producing ven- 
Cible gocds on an adenuate scale for a world market. The difference hetween the 1917 
evolution of Russia, and that of Srance of 1789, or England of 1633, exists ONLY tn 
form and appeararcc. BASICALLY IT WAS A SI“4ILAR BOURGESIS n£VOL. TIli' ALBEIT CARRIED 07 
FY ALLESTT MARXISTS USING THE VERBAL ANT. IPEOLOGICAL RAIMENT OF MARXIAN TERMINOLOGY. It 
certa’nly was not to establish Soctslitsm (despite tne claims of its adnerents). The fact 
that tne populace was attracted by the Slogan, "Land, Peace and read,” should be encugh 
to maltntain this sotnt. Everyonc, almost, wanted "Land, Peace and aBread," - very few 
showed a destre for, or knowledre of, Socialism. Pernaps there wer: a few who did and 
Lentn's famous remark at the Peasant's Tonpress of that time concerning the need for a 
“vaneuerd” to lead the unthinking and uneducated mass adds weight to our contention. We 
quote; 

"Tf Soctalisa can only be realized when the intellectual development of all 
the veople permits {t, tnen we sholl not see Soctalism for at least 50) years. 
The Socialist political party, this ts the vanruord of the working clas::, must 
not allow itself to be halted by the lacx of education of the masses.....” 


Lentn thus adde to hts role of distorter of Marx that of Prophet. We wender at thls 
merciotence, this clatrvoyance. It ts on a par with the dopmattc assertion that Social- 


{sn '8 (nevitable. 


Today the whole of cap(talist soctety !s tn crisis. Thc sipns anc portents are visi- 
ble even tn the most technolovically advanced, the most affluent, notion, the U.S.A. 
Yere, where we have until recently teen assured that cur well-being and prosperity de- f 
2ended on an advanctnp Gross National Productitself a ccntributing factor to that rascsl, 
Inflation - we are now exhorted to cut back, to belt tirhten, etc., and s0 cne and a 
Quarter million personnel are to be elimtnsted from the military servicc, overseas une 
dcmestic + ases closed dwn, while in the ortvate and semi-ortvate sectors (nervu-space ant 
arms) many thousands more are to be summarily latd off. Thts is to head off inflatica, 
the country's current headache. So now, while the arenctes of Healtn, E7ucation ana wel- 
fare ane others, are diliv~ently workine (so we are told) tc taxe tne tnditrent off tne “el- 
fare ills and place then on tne Pay Rolls, the seners) policy of the “Sovernment, 43 out- 
lined by the President and his Secretary of De ence, 1s to take thousands off the Pay 
Rolls, s° tnat, oresunably they may be placed on tne Welfare Holls. 


Thus are the contradictions of this "eternal" soctol system made obvious. The eritsls 
is ud0n us here !n America. But tn no country tn the world today does the crists sypesr 
8s acute and obvious as in the Med{(terraneun rentnsiila, with a long history end @ long 


coast line, Italy. 


There, at the present moment, virtual chucs reitpns. ‘The schools are in disorder, 
orobably nore so than in any otner country, cissattsfactton tn industry appears, even at 
the top. Yign level personne] in manapement take to the streets to resist the police. 
And, naturally, thts dissatisfaction 1s even more pronounced among the working force. 
Among tne small business element, artieans, farmers, and the like, the spirit of rebel- 
1ton appenrs. And the nolice, under-patd and constantly iarassed (a movo (ts on foot to 
disurm them) lose tnterest in their job ond tn effictency. The oowerful untons led and _ 
dtsctplined by the Communist Party wn'le charring tne police wttn the "p. lice brutaltty” 
30 often seard from the sane quarters tn other lends - except, as one writer puts it, 
Where they are in power,” skillfully add to this "the waves of tne police are (tnadeouslt: 
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and the police are sons of workers.” There are similar evidences of unrest in the army, 
navy and air force. No one now seems to defend the police and tnus tne auestion natur- 
aly artses: How then can the poltce defend toe regine? 


we could produce here a vast amount of detail but space forbids. But tne present ad- 
ainistration seems to be in great disarray. The most powerful single political body in 
the nation, ts the well disciplined and extrenely active C:mmuntst Party. It now const.i- 
ers itself, uccording to the statement made by ‘ts leader, Amendola, in tne columns cf tne 
sorty crpan, L''Inita, A GOVERNMENT PARTY. It seeks allies amonr other “Left-Winr” ¢roups 
and apparently would take a place tn a coalition povernment. This is tne largest Commu- 
nist Party (outstde of Russta) in Europe and displays its “{ndependence”™ of the U.*.S.P., 
in {ts stand on the Czech invasion. ‘Thts undoubtedly has attracted many new adherents, 
snd demonstrated to the world that the Communist Party of Italy !s one thing and that of 
gussia another. The difference {ts more “superficial” thn “real”. 


Thus Communist participation jin POWES while not PRORABLE at the moment !s POSSIALE. 
And the possitbtlity increases witth the passape of time. It is this poss{htlitty that we 
wish to examine and evaluate, 


we do not now concern o::sselves with posing the question: Which of these two signifi- 
cant historic events - The capture of political power by the Bolsheviks in fussia itn 1917 
op the POSSIBILITY of Communtst GCVERNMENT INFLIENCE of the Italtan Communist Party in 
the more or less immediate future - is “trarvedy” and which "farce". We wish to describe 
vnat has happened in the fifty years of Soviet rule !n Russia and postulate the possible 
eonsenuences of Communtst involvement (parttal or complete) of Communist pol'tical power 
tn the Italy of today. 


When, after the collapse of Czarist Russia in the early duys of 1917, the enfeebled 
representative of an enfeebled bourgeoiste (in the person of Alexander Kerensky) assumed 
the role of povernment, its fatlure to maintain itself vortrays one of those irontes of 
which History pives nany examples. The class destined by the hitstortc prccess itself to 
assune control and management of the next soctal order is, because of the matertal condi- 
tlons and circumstances of that moment, so weak and {ncupa le tnat it cannot successfully 
rlfill this histortc role. Thus, after a short spasm of political pyrotechnics, a rally- 
ing call tc the disptrited and badly armed troops to resume the defense of the Fatnerland, 
the Kerensky regime followed that of the Czarist down the chute of Uistory. Here we mignt 
ssrenthetically suggest the folly of anv class seeking to assume control wnen such class, 
apart from constderrxtion of the development of the matertal conditions, {is not itself in- 
‘ellectually ready. In thts, we also repister our disarreement with tne Lentnists. 


With the Kerensky debacle there extsted but one eroun whose appeal to the people car- 
rled any weleht. To the slopan, “Land, Peaco and Sresd,” was added another, "All Power 
to the Soviets." So, following the nulliftcatton and eventual linutdation of the Soctal- 
ist Revoluttonaries (representinz the veasants) and the minority sectton of The Russian 
Social Democratic Party (the Mensnevike) - in whose ranks ap»eared those closer to tne 
Marxian view of histortc development and of Socialism (for instance, Martov) - the 3olasne- 
viks took full control. 


We are not concerned with thetr intentions, nor are we questioning, at this point, 
thelr honesty. We are dealtnp with the condittons of that time of which they were the 
orisoners and the victt!ms. They may have claimed that they were now to prepare for the 
establishment of a Soctalist society, etc. But they were compelled by the stage of dev- 
elopment of the historic material circumstances to handle tne administrative machinery in 
‘country tn which THE STATE OF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT...AT THAT TIME WAS NOT, BY A LONG 
WAY, RIPE "OR THE ELIMINATION OS CAPITALIST PRONUCTION. It was, as we potnted out, be- 
contne ripe ONLY FOR THE INTRONUCTION CF CAPITALIST PROCUCTION. The claims of the Bol- 
sheviks, their declared tntentions (honest though they may have been) could have becn of 
no moment at that potnt in history and at that time in Russia. She had to undergo, in a 
more or less rapid manner, the birth and growth of those bourgeots relationships whiten 
must precede the birth and growth of those necessary social relationships for the estab- 
lishment of Socialism. 


The firat thing, then, imposed upon these new RULES was to organize a disorganized 
ind chaotic country, put {it on its feet as a viable conmunity, and establisn a defense 
‘vainst the forces of hostile capitalist nations with whicn it was surrounded. 


Thus caught in the pincers of econcmiz develrpment, victims cf tne material cond! ti- 
oning circumstances cf that time, (t was not a ouestion of intent, not a matter for real- 
lzing thetr declared Ppurpcses, but one of material necesstty. THEY COULD NOT DO WHAT THEY 
STETED THEY WO'NLD. THEY DID WHAT THEY DIP BECAUSE THEY WERE COMPELLED TO. 


- So, bit by bit, and day by day, the features of a system of commodity production, 
aan capital and ware-labor and its resultant antarontsms, money form, and goods for ex- 
“rt to a world market, appeared. THIS IS CAPITALISM. That it was developed and estab- 
{shed by a State whose officials spouted Marxian slorans does not obliterate tne fact. 
ypiteltam, differing only from the ""ree-for-all Enterprise” of allegedly private capit- 
lsm in that 1t became STATE CAPITALISM. And fifty years of Bolshevik rule in Russie 


has seen the furthering strenrpthening of that particular form of Capitalism. SO, what. 
ever else it could be called, tt is not Socialism. 


Lenin himself, four years after the Bolshevik Revclution, evidently realized thtg, 


“we are no longer attempting to break up the old social economic order, with 
its trade, its small scale economy and private initiative, its capttalism, 
but we are now trying to revive trade, private enterorise and capitalism, at 


the same time gradually and cautiously subjecting them to state regulation — 
just as far as they revive.” (Pravda, Nov. 7th, 1921) (Emph. added). 

If this implies, as it seems to do, that this gradual and cautious action wes tO may 
easier the establishment of Socialism, let fifty years of Pussta's cevelovment demonatp,, 
otherwise. The world's second military power and putative economic opponent of the - 
world's leading military and economic power:- that is what the pradual and cauttous ap. 
proach has resulted in. , 


This soctety, voctferously announced as Soctalist - and {tn the name of Marx may very 
well be, from the standpoint of worktng class interests, the Herelian-Marxian "trapedy,* 


Let us now look at what may turn out to be the "farce" in this historic drama--or, 
perhaps, maybe a "tragiecomedy," the Italy of today. 


If we read the signs ripht we think it possble that a change in the government may 
occur before this essay (now being written Jan. 2kth,1970) come to public light. Our 
estimate is that {t will be a Central-Left coalition, with the "communists," included. 
Whether or not it 1s likely that such a government, following the current six months 
minority rule, is formed, it does not appear that it could last very long. 


The Sprtng elections which will constitute the legislatures for the regions will be 
the first test since the national elections of May, 1968. The result of these elections 
may very well determine whether a nattonal election is held in the Spring of 1971.Many 
of the political elements are pushing hard for this, not content to await the legally 
scheduled date of Spring 1973. 

On many things, of course, we can only speculate, but there is no speculation need- 
ed, at the moment, in assessing the increasing power and determination of the three 
labor federations. Emerging from the tough contract negotiations with a high measure 
of success, their prestigs among the workers is high. And they have served notice that 
they do not mean to be content with what they have gained: they want more adeouate hou- 
sing, preater medical care etc. Thus this economic representative of the workers, takes 
on, Of necessity, a political hue. This will, we think, increase in intensity with the 


passage of time. 


On one matter we can only speculate and wait for the passage of time to provide the 
answers. Space demands that we reduce our enouiry to two possible positions which the 
“communtst" group may take in the eventuality of their becoming an ingredient in a coal- 
ition government. 

(1) wtll they cooperate more or less fully with their partners tn government, push- 
ine for the reforms which the Laber Federations demand as immediately necessary? If 80, 
they will only thus be engaged in the business of trying to make Capitalism work (an 
exercise in futility, surely, for a "Marxian" Sccilalisi. ; 


On the other hand, if they engare in the business of sabotage of the government of 
which they form part-- on operation in which these "fishers in troubled waters" have in 
times past and divers places revealed a high expertise (and this speculation should not 
be considered impossible) -ewill this be to strengthen their position at the expense of 
thelr political allies, and in the resulting chaos, emerge as the ruling "clique?" while 
this 1s speculative it should not be mled out, for it was in somewhat similar circum 
stances that the Bolsheviks of 1917 in Russia assumed control. 


In the first assumed position (cooperation with "allies" in trying to make Capitalisa 


work) we have to say again: This ie NOT Socialism. 
In the second (assuming the "communists obtained control) what then? 


Let us first of all declere that undoubtedly, even now, the diplomats and statesmen 
of the Western world at least sre looking closely at the current Italian scene, not to 
fortget-- if the history of the last decade or so is any criterion-- the ever-ready pr- 
sence of the C.I.A., with its ever-ready finger poked into this political pie. This is 
wnat happened in the chaotie days following W,W,l, in Italy, resulting in the rise of 
Mussolini. Present conditions do not, however, point to a renasence of fascian. 


But the "West" will be watching closely. The economic strength of Italy (apart fron 
{ts strategic position in the Mediterrean) is necessary to westem interests, for in- 
stance in NATO. There is wishful thinking on the part of business interests in Italy 
and in other capitalist countries that events may develop in such fashion as to enhance 
their interests. 


: If then; we postulate at some moment in the future the assumption of power by the 
communists, what can we expect to look forward to? 


a 


If left alone by the other "free" world western oowers, tneir first job (as it «as 
with the Bolsheviks in Russie in 1917) will be to so organize the country es tc render 
jt a comoesratively peaceful and viable society. Here again, as in Russias, they will be 
facine an outside capitalist society, but a more highly develcped and more world-wide 
capitalism then the Russia of fifty years ago. 


With capitalism as a world-wide system, despite its crises and sociel defects, in 
control of much of the world's affairs, under the leadership of tne current policeman, 
the U.S.A,, we venture the opinion that this assumed control of the Italian government 
by the "communists," will be almost immediately conditioned by the State of the outside 
world AND ITS WORLD MARKET. Since Italy, despite its rapid industrial development, cen- 
not by itself, and of itself, maintain itself, 1t will be compelled by the weight of 
ITS MATERIAL CONDITIONING CIRCUMSTANCES, to produce commodities for tne world market. 
If tt does then it estoblishead ttself, as did Russia, as a ccen-odity producing society, 
with !ts money form, tts stccks and honds and sinilar evidences cf capitaitst indebted - 
nesS - a society of ware-lahor and cavnitel, of povernment and ¢-verned, ruler and ruied 
a polartzed soctetv even as other capritaltst socteties. Having been compelled, by cir- 
cumstonces (as was Russia) to steo out onto thts rcad of capttalist deveionment, it can- 
not turn back ‘inttl that road has heen conpletely traversed. If it resists outsiae capit- 
alist pressure !{t will be subjected, along tts lengthy coast-line, to hlockade, intricue 
(rom witnin promoted and sustatned by the extra-leral maninulattons of sucn as the C.I[.é., 
etc. Its last estate may thus be worse tran its firct. If, under these assumed circum- 
stances in return for betngp left (comparatively) alone to run its own affairs -(ae we 
imarine {t would) {tt entered the comity of caoltalist powers seeking tnetr several places 
in tne sun it would encounter increastnely tntense econontc rivulry. 


Whatever tt ts compelled to do, it cannot at tnis tine estarlish Socielism in tne 
face of a hostile world. Furthermore, even (f {tt wishec !t could not. {t nas, as of 
now, nO mandate from the populsre to so do. Whatever tackine tt hus from tne electcr- 
ate is that of pr curing certatn reforms under capitalisn, MT TitT © ESTABLISHING 
SCCIALISM. And 1t will furthermore be conpellcd, {rn order to natintatn ‘itself us u cani- 
tolist epcvernment, to provide tts peoole witth the scrt or cireertives tnat ne present 
Stal{ntst stooges tn “zecho-Slovakta are siving to those “_!bersul” protestors (teacners, 
scademicians, news-men, and tne like) who were in the forefront ef tne firent for a 
preater measure of liberty in that tregic land. 


Read whot the spokesman for the Staltnist Husak r:: ime recently offered in “Tribuna”™: 
"To not let us harbor tllustons. It was the function cf the journalistic 
prcefesston, and tt will conttnue to be its functton, TO MANIPULATE INFC RM} 

ATICN AND, THIS, TO MA‘IPULATE TYE P'IBLIC.” (Emnh. added). 


“ay we here dipress. The tnvaston ty Warsaw Pact troops, under Russian direction, of 
Szecho-Slovakta {s really very recent. And, vet, !t {1s an almost forpotten event. Almost 
all now tgwnore tt. It has been done, and Russta was successful. So tt slips into Htstecry, 
Tne undersigned, feels a degree of satisfaction all too briefly, to put a different view 
forward (one now justiried by subsequent events) than those of yawping liberals of 

verious ccuntrites, and even apainst the ha.f-thought-out premises and obfuscations o970f 
certain socialists. 


We have no intention of entering the lists with Lenin, or any other, as ccntestarts 
{n a“*numbers game." That he, attempting to peer into the future, ccncluded tnat if we 
state that the tntellectual development of the masses to a realization of what socialism 
{s, and a determination to achieve it, is necessary, then we must wait for almost 5090 
years, Oresents him as o not too ustute historic analyst, despite nis brilliance and 
orcduction of a vast amount of literature. 


Hcw could he foretell tne depree (or tempo)cf knowledce which the pressure Of the 
material circumstances artsing from a revoluttonary crists would produce in tne masies? 
History discloses that under such revclutionary pressures they are lixely tc leirn muer, 
faster than we mav expect. 


In any case, the undersigned, member of Tne world Socialist Party o! tne U.S.A. 
(afftilaten with stmtlar companion parties around the world) declare, unenuivocai.-y, 
that Socialism !s tmposstble without Sccfaltsts, knowledreable and determined, an °..° 
tsese must exist as an adequate majority, at least. Only then, can tnetr delet ccr,- 
sider ‘iat @ mandate hus been given to undertake tne job. 

Tais education is necessary; thts majority ts necessary. And since Tapttal!s> ‘s :..y 
& World-wide socic-economic system Socialism also must be werld-wide and po:-cessir.e tnnri 
adenuate majority before tt can be established. There is no such tnine as “S clalica tn 
Sne Country." In fact, Russta has proved this tn {ts own development und tne »ssum-2 pos. 
s{btlity of “communist” solttical influence itn todsy's Italy will, and can, oniy sive 
endors2ment,. 

We are not troublingp ourselves as to whether tt will be 500 or 1000 yeurs. ‘enin's 
uneducable masses will have to be intellectually developed to the votnt wnerc tney know 
“nat Soctalism {fs and be determined to pet it. The period of waiting wili te loneer or 
shorter accordingly.

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WHAT NEXT RED BROTHER? 


At oe numerous ethnic groups are ailing at their poverty and discriminatio, 
Sucialist analysis of the prublems of the North American Indian is long uveréue, 
a nateriel has been written and spoken abuut the appalling conditions, sig. 
nd poverty uf the North American Indiens tu make its reappearence here redup- 


Some work has been done abuut the attitude of "whites" towarc Indians. Legs 


ut tne attitude of Indiens towards whites and even toward themselves. There is 
wever dearth of material on what gives rise to these attit les in other words 
wnat is the historic and economic background tv the situation. It is to this quest- 


that this article will mainly direct itself. 


ne attitude of tou many toward the "white"-indian question is one of superior-in- 
ferior. ‘his applies nut only to "whites" of eitner supposed liberal ur bigoted 
persuasicn but many incians actually believe themselves inferiur. Mere surface evi- 
jJence wuld tend tu give support for this conclusion for it is the "white man woo has 
deveicped the great industrial machine and the indian who has the greatest difficulty 
in fitting into the cogs of that machine and consequently have the must poverty, m- 
otner attitude held by a few who have some knowledge uf the Indian's earlier social 
institutions regara tne indian as nuble creature with a fine sense of brotherhuod,s 
contrast to the white man who is regerded as having a greedy, avaricious "nature". 


Unfortunately supporters of such narrow cunclusiuns rarely feel the need to give mr 
tnan the shal.lowest evidence to support their opinions. Their contradicturs must pn- 
vide mountainous material to remove their anthills uf hasty conclusiuns. 


In the light of tuday's available knowledgable material un the subject it should te 
unnecessary to point out the rather ubvious axiom that man did nut evolve vut of the 
vucear with a union card in wne hand and a credit card in the other. Neither did he 
immediately divide into inferior and superior groups with lesser or greater technol- 
ugies and social institutions. Why then are some gruups uf mankind less developed 
than uthers in their technologies and sucial institutions? To answer the questiun 
calls upon the science uf anthrupology combined with materialism. Studies of various 
greups of peoples, though they be completely separated, have revealed that peoples wo 
have a compareble technical development (tovuls, weapons etc.) then their social in- 
stitutions, customs, religiun etc. are also very similar. From this ubservatiun tw 
Cunslusiuns are drewn; 1. It is man's productive mode that gives rise to his society, 
(social institutions, religion, morality etc.) and 2. (The une that concerns us mst 
ir this anelysis). All men have a similar technical and social evolutiun. Therefor 
as the Nurth American Indian lived when the white invaders arrived, so have the whites 
lived five to ten thousand years earlier. Altnough tnis might explain social evolu 
tion it does little to unhirge the shallow student who would conclude that the fact 
that tne indien was five to ten thousand years behind in his technical and svcial de- 
velopment is prouf of his inferiority. Were Sucialists armed only with the science 
uf antarupolcgy they mignt be stuck on this one, but fortunately they have another 
weapon - materialism. In the long process uf man's social evulutiun five tw ten 
thousand years is but one grain uf sand frum the huurglass uf time. In this agoniz- 
ingly slow process it should be clear that man may take a great time to develop somé 
simple toul such as a fish hook or clay pot. Separate groups will develop slightly 
differert tovls, sume superior, some inferior. Should tne berriers between them be 
great, such as high mountains or impassable deserts their lack uf contact will reflect 
in their prugress but should the barriers be minor, cuntact between each other, whe- 
ther it be amicable or through expeditions of plunder will accelerate their knowledge 
uf previously unknown skills. For example one contact between two tribes could de- 
velop a knuwledce of certain tovul making for each that might otherwise have 


at 


taken a hundred or more years for them to otherwise develop. If these contacts are 
mre than two groups of peuples the progress will likewise be proportionately acceler- 
ated. This understanding and a look at the glube will reveal the source of the white 
man's progress. A most impressive feature is tne Mediterranean Sea. Here is a very 

> body of w r yet one that could be traversed by ancient sailing vessels. This 
sea provided a highway fur invasion, plunder and trade and at the same time it provided 
the accelerating catalyst for man's development intu civilizatiun. Had this body uf 
water it's temper e and other physical features that existed in the middle of Nurth 
America it would follow that the North American Indian would have developed civiliz- 
ation first and nu doubt would have inevitably invaded Europe and put tne backward 
waite savages on reserves. That many whites as well as indians find this hynuthesis 


impossitle to contemplate is a reflection uf their racist prejudices. 


In the early development uf North America the white exploiters were content to nave 

the indians pushed aside onto reserves with their productive ability relegated to a 

bit uf trapping and fishing, but the mudern cepitalist wants to expluit indians in 

factories the same way as he dves the white wage slave. Although ne mignt pnrase it 

in less frank terms this also seems tu be what must indian spukesmen want. Wny then 

if the indian is not inferior does he have su much trouble assimulating into modern 

capitalism, ur what is anotner way uf putting it, why cen't the indian adjust to be- 

ing expluited as readily as his white brother? Remember that the whites have had five 

to ten thousand years uf experiencing the master slave relatiunship. That's a lung 

time uf being concitiuoned intu the concept of producing things for someune else with 

little regard for unes uwn comfort. The indian has had nm such conditioning. When 

the white invaders arrived the indian was at a stage of primitive socialism. Produc- 

tive activities (mostly the hunt) were conducted solely to provide the needs uf the 

wiole tribe. unly ir some areas were being taken the first halting steps into civil- 

ization or slavery. The indian may have proverty un the reserve but he also has the 

remiants at least of sumething that few woite slaves genuinely experience--brotnerhoud. 

The conflict between the material pruductivity of an exploitation society and (produc- 

tively) backward democracy is frequently expressed by indian spokesmen who say tney 

are nut sure if they want to get into "your" society or nut. Yet in spite of indi- 

vidual cases of discrimination the capitalist class as a whole want the indian to be 

fully integrated into the industrial complex. Standing in tne way is the reserve 

systen, white and indian prejudice, and the indians uwn inferiurity complex. The 

process seems impossible but the drives of capitalism are relentless. As Karl Marx 

put it, the mure advanced peuples (Marx actually said "nations") show to tne less ad- 

vanced the mirror of tneir own future. This indicates woat tne indian can exnect. 

White wage slaves have no reserve on which to fall back when the pressures uf capital 

pet tou tough.. GS for the indian to become as expluitable as his wnite brutner the 

reserves must gu. Already mvure opportunistic indians are finding ways to use incian | 
lands to make profits. Some are becoming capitalists - and they show nv different 
behavior than white capitalists. | 


Ihe capitalist class could speed the prucess slightly by ridding both whites and ind- 
fans uf their prejudices towards eech uther by revealing the anthropological analysis 
explained in this article! However tne capitalist is caugot on tne horns of a dilemma. 
For with such knowledge gues the concept uf an ever changing man going from one svucial 
order to anuther and workers with such knuwledge cannot but help tu think uf the next 
step for man in his social evolution and a glaring conclusion that must arise if that 
man's next social urder should be a comparable combination of the production for use 
social urder of primitive society combined with present day technology. 


Socialists do not have the power to effect the furces that are working un the incians, 

nor shuuld they attempt to be so involved for this inevitable process gives rise to | 
some terrible conflicts. Namely, it is somewhat sad to see the indian's social bro- | 
therhood destroyed and see them herded into the wage slavery under which the rest of 

us suffer but on the other hand, so long as the indian has the (cuntinued un page 5)
